The editor-in-chief of Alberta’s 
largest business magazine, her¬ 
self a celebrated entrepreneur, 
says Edmonton trails many other 
cities in gender equality in a less 
known way — corporate gov¬ 
ernance. 

“We don’t have a lot of pub¬ 
licly traded companies therefore 
we don’t have that same kind 
of pressure (to have women on 
boards),” said Ruth Kelly, who 
heads Venture Publishing. “There 
is, for instance, a fair amount of 
imperative for publicly traded 
companies to have a bit more 
gender equity in their senior 
management.” 

A recent study by Catalyst 
pegged Canada’s female rep¬ 
resentation on publicly traded 
companies at just 20 per cent. 
But as Kelly said, Edmonton trails 
even this measure. 

Indeed, Kelly said oil and gas 
companies have some of the 
lowest rates of gender equity 
of senior management of any 
industry sectors. 

The recently released study by 
the Canadian Centre for Policy 
Alternatives ranked Edmonton as 
the second lowest in the country. 

Kelly, who formerly sat on the 
board of Alberta Travel, noted 
that one of the challenges in 
Edmonton is that we have a lot 
of smaller companies. 

“For a board of a smaller com¬ 
pany it’s about survival. It’s not 
about the bigger picture of what 
you should be thinking about 
or the value of having people 
outside your circle.”

Income gap 
one reason for 
Edmonton’s 
low ranking

Edmonton is the second-worst 
city in Canada to be a woman, 
according to a study released 
Wednesday by the Canadian 
Centre for Policy Alternatives. 
The study used Statistics Can¬ 


ada data to examine the gap be¬ 
tween genders in Canada’s 25 
largest cities. It ranks cities on 
the gender gap between men 
and women using five main 
measures: economic security, 
education, health, leadership 
and personal security. 

The study found Edmonton 
has significantly higher than 
average employment levels, 
as well as the lowest level of 
poverty across the countiy, but 
also a large disparity between 
the genders when it comes to 
income. 

Women in Edmonton earn 59 
cents for every dollar men earn. 

Female Edmontonians are 


much more likely than men 
to have completed a college or 
university degree, while men 
are three times more likely to 
complete trades training and 
apprenticeships, according to 
the study. 

At the moment, women are 
less likely to be on city council 
in Edmonton, with just one out 
of 13 being female. 

“I found (the study) interest¬ 
ing because it’s saying that we’re 
creating more jobs for men and 
women, (but) it’s the gap be¬ 
tween how much we’re mak¬ 
ing,” said Coun. Bev Esslinger, 
the lone female on Edmonton’s 
council. 


“Men are making more than 
women. That’s surprising but 
it’s something that we’ve heard 
through other studies and con¬ 
tinue to work on. Certainly we 
want to work with our business 
community on that front.” 

The study found rates of sex¬ 
ual assault and intimate partner 
violence reported to police are 
higher in Edmonton than the 
national average. 

But critics have noted the 
study’s approach is simplistic, 
and that many of the rankings 
are minimally explained. 

Calgaiy placed 23 in the study. 
Last year, Edmonton placed dead 
last.

Q&A with Bev Esslinger, 
Edmonton's lone 
female councillor 

What did the recent study 
reveal for you? 

The one that's really dis¬ 
couraging is personal se¬ 
curity. That's why we have 
the Gender Based Violence 
Prevention Initiative that 
Coun. (Amarjeet) Sohi and I 
are leading, to address the 
fact that we want to change 
the number of sexual as¬ 
saults and other domestic 
violence in the city. 

What's it like being the only 
female city councillor? 

For me the focus ... is how 
do we encourage more 
women to run? The en¬ 
couraging thing is that if 
you look provincially we're 
getting close to the 30 (per 
cent of caucus) when you 
look at the different parties 
and I think that's a good 
sign for women. 

What is Edmonton doing 
well on gender equality? 
The study is called the best 
and the worst but they only 
talk about the worst pieces. 
What are the best pieces? 

I mean we're healthy, we're 
educated, we have jobs, we 
have lower poverty levels 
and we're working on the 
other stuff. I think if you 
asked any woman in Ed¬ 
monton how they feel about 
Edmonton overall I think 
they feel relatively safe, they 
feel it's an opportunity to 
come to Edmonton and to 
work here. We actually have 
a lot of women entrepre¬ 
neurs here, as well.

Mental health course 
developed for police

Enhanced mental health train¬ 
ing for police officers will soon 
be available worldwide, after a 
successful pilot project between 


the University of Alberta’s De¬ 
partment of Psychiatry and the 
Edmonton Police Service. 

The program, called Pro- 
Training, launched Wednesday 
and is the result of months of 
work between U of A psychia¬ 
trist Dr. Peter Silverstone and 
his colleague, Dr. Yasmeen 
Krameddine. 

They developed the program 
by working closely alongside 
EPS to train Edmonton patrol 
officers in 2011. 

“Six months later ... we saw 
marked changes in their behav¬ 
iour after our program, which 
included improved communica¬ 


tion skills, better de-escalation 
skills, improved empathic lis¬ 
tening skills, and they felt more 
confident in dealing with this 
population,” Silverstone said. 

“The use of force in the men¬ 
tally ill population went down 
considerably.” 

The pair’s findings were pub¬ 
lished in 2013, but interest in 
the course was renewed in 2014 
following a number of high 
profile police incidents across 
Canada that led to recommen¬ 
dations for increased mental 
health training for police of¬ 
ficers. 

Now, the researchers see this 


program expanding on a na¬ 
tional and international scale. 
They have teamed up with inter¬ 
national partners and investi¬ 
gators to design the current 
program — four 20 minute sec¬ 
tions that Silverstone said costs 
about $90 per person. 

It’s a worthwhile cost for the 
benefits the training provides 
to the community, Silverstone 
said. 

“The ability to use the best 
communication skills is going 
to improve outcomes,” he said. 
“Understanding the best ways of 
managing these difficult situa¬ 
tions is critical.”

The family of a missing Ed¬ 
monton man continues to 
expand the search launched 
by his disappearance 42 days 
ago. 

Dwayne Demkiw was last 
seen leaving his workplace, a 
limo service near 142 Street 
and 128 Avenue, at 4 a.m on 
May 31. 

His car was found burn¬ 
ing in Calgary later that day. 

The man’s father, Eugene 
Demkiw, said there hasn’t 
been any new information 
since a prepared statement 
from Edmonton Pol'ice asked 
residents west of the city to 
“check their property for any¬ 
thing unusual or suspicious.” 

In the meantime, Demkiw 
— who remains in Dwayne’s 
hometown of Saskatoon — 
has given the poster police 
supplied him to everyone 
he knows. 

“We’ve had people travel¬ 
ling to British Columbia, all 
over (Saskatchewan), North¬ 
ern Alberta, and between Cal¬ 
gary and Edmonton taking 
posters,” he said. 

“He’s been an Edmonton¬ 
ian for 18 years, but we’ve 
got to cover it all.” 

Demkiw said police told

After years of financial uncer¬ 
tainty, Whyte Avenue’s Wunder¬ 
bar Hofbrauhaus will keep its 
doors open for at least a little 
longer after a crowd funding 
campaign launched Wednesday 
reached its goal of $4,500 in a 
mere two hours. 

Staff launched the “Keep 
Wundi Alive For A Bit” GoFund- 
Me campaign with the hopes of 
raising $4,500 to pay this month’s 
rent, owner Craig Martell said. 

But that goal was quickly ob¬ 
literated, and only four hours 
after the campaign was launched, 
more than 200 people had do¬ 
nated around $9,000. Martell 
said he hesitantly agreed to the 
bar’s first-ever crowdfunding 
campaign because he didn’t want 
to plead for help.

“I don’t know how I feel about 
crowdfunding, to be honest with 
you. I just really want people 
to know there’s no obligation,” 
Martell said. 


“But it kind of blew up out 
of control, unfortunately. And 
fortunately, at the same time.” 

Wunderbar last did a fundrais¬ 
ing show about three years ago, 


which helped keep the tiny live 
music space on Whyte Avenue 
and 101 Street open. 

Although the bar remains for 
sale, Martell ultimately didn’t

want to have to tell people up¬ 
coming shows were cancelled 
just because they couldn’t cover 
July’s rent. 

“Our landlord is so cool and 
has tolerated us for so long even 
though we’ve been a month be¬ 
hind rent for like 10 months. 
So she kind of said, ‘I need that 
money now,’ which is reason¬ 
able,” Martell said. 

“My money from my other 
jobs goes back into the bar, but 
it’s still not enough. 

“Normally I try to borrow 
money from friends or some¬ 
thing. But I don’t know people 
who have (this) money.” 

As the crowdfunding total 
continued to rise Wednesday 
afternoon, Martell said the funds 
will be used on rent and repair 
work, so long as the bar remains 
unsold.

Community divided on 
issue of train whistles 

Train whistles will con¬ 
tinue to blow through a 
central Alberta commun¬ 
ity after its council said no 
to a study that would have 
cost almost $20,000. 

The study would have 
assessed the rail safety at 
Lacombe's two rail cross¬ 
ings. 

Mayor Steve Christie 
says it didn't make sense 
to spend money on a re¬ 
port that would tell coun¬ 
cillors what they already 
know — that stopping the 
whistles would cost about 
$4 million. 

He says that's what it 
would cost to put in safe¬ 
ty measures in lieu of train 
whistles. 

The issue landed on 
council's plate when two 
opposing groups circu¬ 
lated petitions: one for 
keeping the whistles and 
another to silence them. 
Christie expects it won't 
be the last time he hears 
about the whistles. 

"We know it affects 
some people differently," 
he said. "We will continue 
to see what can be done."

Anti-harassment campaign 
to roll out on public transit

As a report released Wednes¬ 
day named Edmonton as the 
second-worst place in Canada 
for women, Edmonton Tran¬ 
sit officials are set to release 
a campaign against sexual 
harassment on transit. 

City officials are keeping 
tight-lipped on details of the 
program, which is scheduled 
to launch by the end of July, 
except to say that a staged 
implementation will start “as 
soon as possible.” 

“It’s going to come out in 
phases. Edmonton Transit’s 
goal is to ensure that everyone 
feels safe every time they use 
the system,” said Chuck Van 
Deel Piepers, director of cus¬ 
tomer safety and security with 
the city’s transit department. 

The move comes after rid¬ 
ers have expressed to the tran¬ 
sit department, as well as to 
Metro, that they feel unsafe at 
certain hours of the day and 
received unwanted attention, 
catcalls and other forms of ha¬ 
rassment.

Still others have reported a 
desire for better tools to report 
incidents. 

One of them is emergency 
buttons on LRT and buses. At 
the moment, critics said, the 
buttons have poor wording 
that can deter reporting of 
harassment. 

Mock-ups of new placards for 
the trains and buses have been 


brought forward, which shows 
improvement, advocates said. 

“It’s a really positive step,” 
said Dr. Cristina Stasia, chair of 
the Women’s Advocacy Voice of 
Edmonton policy sub-commit- 
tee said of the push to get ha¬ 
rassment on transit addressed 
before December. 

“It was not only a priority, 
but an urgent priority.”

Friends mourn 
home invasion 
shooting victim

Friends are remembering the 
27-year-old woman shot to death 
over the weekend as a dedicated 
mother of two young boys who 
dreamed of becoming a nurse. 

Police have identified Kath¬ 
leen Emma Morton as the 
woman fatally injured from 
gunshot wounds after a drug- 
related home invasion in the 
area of 49 Avenue and 111A 
Street early Sunday morning. 

Morton’s death is Edmonton’s 
12th homicide of the year. 

Morton loved camping, go¬ 
ing to the movies and made 
the most out of life, her friend 
Sarah Rozycki said. 

“She was a loving person, she 
was honest. She was my best 
friend,” Rozycki said. “She was 
always happy and smiling, and 
we had so many good memories 
together.” 

Morton was preparing to re¬ 
turn to school to study nurs¬ 
ing at MacEwan University in 
the fall, Rozycki said. She was 
excited about a new relation¬ 
ship and promising future for 
herself and her two boys, aged 
four and seven. Morton lived at 
the south side home for about 
three weeks, Rozycki said. 

Police continue to investigate 
and are looking for two suspects 
who fled the home and drove 
away in a small black two-door 
vehicle. One suspect is described 
as a six-foot-two man with ol¬ 
ive skin, in his mid- to late-20s, 


about 250 pounds, with long 
black hair. He was seen wearing 
a white-and-blue T-shirt. 

The second suspect is de¬ 
scribed as six feet, Also with 
olive skin and in his mid- to late- 
20s. He has a slim build, black 
hair and was last seen wearing 


a black shirt and blue jeans. 

Both suspects are believed to 
be armed and dangerous. 

Police are asking anyone who 
may have seen the vehicle in¬ 
volved or anything suspicious 
in the area to contact Edmonton 
Police Service at 780-423-4567.

City may relax liquor rules 

The city is considering loos¬ 
ening the limits on liquor 
stores clustering in Edmon¬ 
ton, but only a touch. 

Planners are asking for 
feedback on a proposal 
that would allow an exemp¬ 
tion to the rules requiring 
stores to be at least 500 
metres apart. The rule cur¬ 
rently applies everywhere 
in the city. 

The proposed change 
would relax that rule in 
large suburban strip malls

“It’s another option. For al¬ 
ternative transport, it’s one 
app with an integrated solu¬ 
tion,” said Kieran Ryan, one 
of Pogo’s co-founders. 

TransitApp also shows Uber 
vehicles as part of its search in 
Edmonton. 

Edmonton is one of the new¬ 
est cities where TransitApp 
works. The company made 
news recently after “breaking” 
Edmonton’s coding to get real¬ 
time data for buses equipped 
with GPS technology. 

Doing so allows the app to 
let you know if a bus is run¬ 
ning late and for you to plan 
a trip in real time, rather than 
according to schedules.

Environmental issues should 
not block pipelines, Wall says 


Saskatchewan Premier Brad 
Wall launched a vigorous de¬ 
fence of the energy industry 
Wednesday, saying he is grow¬ 
ing concerned that oil and gas 
development is increasingly 
being viewed as a liability by 
the rest of the countiy. 

Wall said he would be rais¬ 
ing his concern Thursday at a 
meeting of premiers in New¬ 
foundland. 

“We need to be more sus¬ 
tainable in development, but 
increasingly the dialogue in the 
countiy seems to be heading 


in the direction where some¬ 
how oil and gas is something 
we ought to be ashamed of,” 
Wall said. 

“I just categorically reject 
that.” 

Wall, who heads the right¬ 
leaning Saskatchewan Party, 
took aim at the outcome of 
a meeting between Alberta 
NDP Premier Rachel Notley 
and her Quebec counterpart 
Philippe Couillard, a Liberal, 
earlier this week. 

Notley said she is hopeful 
Quebec will get behind the 


Energy East oil pipeline, pro¬ 
vided her province does its 
part to fight climate change 
and protect the environment. 

“We can do a better job of 
ensuring energy development 
is sustainable — that’s fair,” 
Wall said. “But I do not think 
any province in Confederation 
should be holding up approv¬ 
als of a pipeline ... by saying: 
We don’t think your environ¬ 
mental policies are stringent 
enough’ or maybe: ‘We don’t 
like how you price carbon.’”

Four Cuban rowers have defected 
from the Pan American Games 
and travelled to the United States, 
their coach said Wednesday. 

Liosmel Ramos and Wilber 
Turro dropped out before the 
regatta began on Saturday, while 
Manuel Suarez and Orlando Soto¬ 
longo competed in earlier races 
and then withdrew, said coach 
Juan Carlos Reyes. The four have 


been in touch with teammates 
through Faceboolc, Reyes said. 

The Games rowing venue in 
St. Catharines, Ont., is only a few 
kilometres from the U.S. border. 

Games officials said Wednes¬ 
day morning that they weren’t 
aware of the defections. 

“I’m not aware of the specific 
point but we have a protocol that 
we would follow. This is some¬ 
thing that is dealt with through 
our integrated security unit and 
if necessary, through the relevant 
national Olympic committee,” 
said Games CEO Saad Rafi.

Animals heading 
south to flee fires 


The wildfires in northern Sas¬ 
katchewan have been burning 
since late May, leaving forests 
charred and barren and forcing 
wildlife to find new homes. 

Animals such as elk, deer, 
moose and bears have the in¬ 
stinct to get ahead of the forest 
fire before it’s too late, Darrell 
Crabbe, executive director of the 
Saskatchewan Wildlife Federa¬ 
tion, told radio station CKOM. 

They migrate to habitats that 
can provide them the food and 
shelter they need. In this case, 
many have been moving south. 

“It does create those islands of 
habitat that will protect them,” 
Crabbe said. “We usually get a 
high concentration of animals 
there, and it might take them the 
rest of the summer or fall before 
they can disperse out of there.” 

Crabbe said he’s heard from 
people in Candle Lake, for ex¬ 
ample, who report a noticeable in¬ 


crease in animals in the provincial 
park just south of the evacuation 
zone. He said there don’t appear 
to be worries about predators, 
adding most are concerned about 
finding a safe spot to stay put. 

Crabbe said he’s concerned 
about at-risk species such as 
caribou, who live in “old forest” 
areas that are usually the first 
to bum.“They probably would 
make it out but I don’t know 
where would they go from there, 
because there’s not a lot of old 
forest left across Canada.” 
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It might take them 
the rest of the 
summer... before 
they can disperse.

Sovereign’s medal 
to laud volunteers 


A new official honour has been 
created to recognize Canadian 
volunteers. 

The Sovereign’s Medal for 
Volunteers will be awarded to 
those who have made a signifi¬ 
cant, sustained, unpaid contri¬ 
butions to their community. 

The new honour replaces the 
existing Governor General’s 
Caring Canadian Award, estab¬ 
lished in 1995 by then-governor 
general Romeo LeBlanc. 

Gov. Gen. David Johnston an¬ 
nounced the establishment of 
the new medal today, following 
its approval by the Queen. He 
says the medal will emphasize 
Canada’s commitment to giving. 

The last federal budget gave 
the governor general an addi¬ 
tional $2.8 million per year to 
update Canada’s existing hon¬ 


ours system in a bid to bring 
it more into the modem era. 

In addition to the new medal, 
the money is being spent on 
more proactive outreach around 
the other available honours, 
including the Order of Can¬ 
ada and Meritorious Service 
Decorations. 

The Sovereign Medal it¬ 
self will bear two intertwined 
hearts, symbolizing generosity 
and the action of caring, while 
its ribbon will incorporate the 
blue and gold colours of the 
prior governor general’s award 
while adding a deep red colour 
to represent the sovereign. 

Canadian and non-Canadians 
will be eligible if their contribu¬ 
tion brings benefit or honour to 
Canadians or to Canada.

PM Harper’s absence ’a slap in the face’ 


Canada’s premiers support the 
Truth and Reconciliation Com¬ 
mission’s recommendations and 
will act on them with or without 
Ottawa’s help, Newfoundland and 
Labrador Premier Paul Davis said 
Wednesday. 

“We will together, jointly, 
make this happen,” Davis told 
a news conference after hosting 
provincial and territorial leaders 
and the heads of five national 
native groups in Happy Valley- 
Goose Bay, N.L. 

Davis said the provinces have 
not only pledged to act on the 
commission’s 94 recommenda¬ 


tions but, in some cases, have 
already started. 

“They’re important commit¬ 
ments that we need to follow 
up on.” Otherwise, what Davis 
described as the commission’s 
important work could be wasted, 
he said. Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s long-standing absence 
from first ministers’ meetings 
is a missed chance for collabora¬ 
tion, Davis said. 

“We all believe that the federal 
government should be providing 
that leadership. In the absence of 
the federal government, instead 
of just letting it sit and wait, we’re 


going to take those steps.” 

Davis said Manitoba will host 
a second national roundtable on 
missing and murdered aboriginal 
women to follow up on last win¬ 
ter’s event in Ottawa. 

The RCMP has reported that 
almost 1,200 aboriginal women 
have been murdered or have van¬ 
ished since 1980. The premiers 
made a united push last summer 
for a public inquiry into the issue 
but Ottawa has refused. 

Dawn Lavell Harvard, president 
of the Native Women’s Associ¬ 
ation of Canada, said she was 
pleased with Wednesday’s meet¬ 


ing despite what she called a lack 
of respect from Ottawa. 

Violence against indigenous 
women and girls is “a grave vio¬ 
lation of human rights,” Lavell 
Harvard told the closing news 
conference. She lashed out at 
the federal government for not 
attending, saying it was “an insult 
to the memories of those women 
and girls” and “a slap in the face.” 

Assembly of First Nations Na¬ 
tional Chief Perry Bellegarde said 
Canada must close the quality-of- 
life chasm between aboriginal and 
non-aboriginal people.

Protesters hurl 
petrol bombs at 
police as harsh 
bill debated 

Greek lawmakers voted over¬ 
whelmingly early Thursday to 
approve a harsh austerity bill 
demanded by bailout creditors, 
despite significant dissent from 
members of Prime Minister 
Alexis Tsipras’ left-wing party. 

The bill, which imposes 
sweeping tax hikes and spend¬ 
ing cuts, fuelled anger in the 
governing Syriza party and 
led to a revolt against Tsip¬ 
ras, who has insisted the deal 
forged after a marathon week¬ 
end eurozone summit was the 
best he could do to prevent 
Greece from catastrophically 
crashing out of Europe’s joint 
currency. 

The bill was approved with 
229 votes in favour, 64 against 
and six abstentions — and won 
the support of three pro-Euro- 
pean opposition parties. 

The vote came after an anti¬ 
austerity demonstration by 


about 12,000 protesters out¬ 
side parliament degenerated 
into violence as the debate 
was getting underway Wed¬ 
nesday night. Riot police bat¬ 
tled youths who hurled petrol 
bombs for about an hour before 
the clashes died down.

Greece must take in order to 
begin negotiations with credit¬ 
ors on a new bailout — its third 
in five years — of about 85 bil¬ 
lion euros ($93 billion) in loans 
over three years. 

Dissenters argued that 
Greeks could not face any 
further cuts after six years 


of recession that saw poverty 
and unemployment skyrocket 
and wiped out a quarter of the 
countiy’s economy. 

Tsipras has been battling all 
week to persuade party hard¬ 
liners to back the deal. 

“We had a very specif¬ 
ic choice: A deal we largely 
disagreed with, or a chaotic 
default,” he told parliament 
ahead of the vote. 

Tsipras had urged Syriza 
members to back the bill de¬ 
spite having urged voters to re¬ 
ject earlier, milder creditor de¬ 
mands in a July 5 referendum. 

Finance Minister Euclid Tsa¬ 
kalotos said the deal Greece 
reached with its creditors on 
Monday was the only possible 
choice. 

“I must tell you, that Mon¬ 
day morning at 9:30, it was the 
most difficult day of my life. It 
was a decision that will weigh 
on me for the rest of my life,” 
Tsakalotos said. 

“I don’t know if we did the 
right thing. But I know we did 
something with the sense that 
we had no choice. Nothing 
was certain and nothing is,” 
he told parliament.

Scientists amazed at first 
close-ups of Pluto and moon

Scientists have released the 
first up-close images ever of 
Pluto and its big moon Charon. 
And they say they’re amazed. 

The long-awaited images 
were unveiled Wednesday in 
Maryland, home to mission 
operations for NASA’s New 
Horizons spacecraft. 

A zoom-in of Pluto reveals 
an icy range about as high as 
the Rockies. To the scientists’ 
great surprise, there are no 
impact craters. On Charon, 
deep troughs and canyons can 
be seen. 

The images were collected 
as New Horizons swept with¬ 
in 12,400 kilometres of Pluto 


on Tuesday, becoming Pluto’s 
first visitor in its 4.5 billion- 
year existence. Scientists didn’t 


know until Tuesday night that 
the encounter was a success.

Fuel tanker crashes in tunnel 


The trailer of a tanker truck 
with some 16,500 litres of 
fuel got loose Wednesday and 
crashed into a subsea tunnel 
wall, causing a huge explosion, 
Norwegian rescue officials said. 
No one was seriously hurt. 

The tunnel has been closed 
to eveiyone except firefighters. 
The tunnel and a nearby house 
were evacuated of more than 
20 people, police spokesman 
Joern Lasse Refsnes said. He 


said three people were checked 
for smoke inhalation at a near¬ 
by hospital. 

Rescue spokeswoman Magni 
Brandsoey said the truck driver 
was able to get out and call a 
rescue centre. It was not clear 
how the trailer got loose. 

Truck driver Tore Myrestrand 
told local newspaper Firda he 
had problems with the brakes 
in the deepest part of the tun¬ 
nel that goes 91 metres below 


sea level. 

He said he rushed to grab an 
emergency phone in the tunnel 
to have it closed immediately. 

Photos posted on Norwegian 
media show a huge black bil¬ 
low of smoke in the mountain¬ 
ous area in western Norway. 

The explosion happened in 
a 1,901-metre subsea tunnel 
linking two islands in the Sogn 
og Fjordane county.

Record casts doubt on spy’s role 


The brother of Ethel Rosen¬ 
berg, who was a star witness 
against his sister and brother- 
in-law in a sensational Cold 
War atomic spying case, mini¬ 
mized his dealings with his 
sister during an earlier appear¬ 
ance before a grand juiy and 
said that they had never dis¬ 
cussed her role “at all,” accord¬ 
ing to secret U.S. court records 
unsealed Wednesday. 

The revelation may heighten 
public suspicion that Ethel 
Rosenberg was wrongly con¬ 
victed and executed in an 


espionage case that captivat¬ 
ed the country at the height of 
the McCarthy-era frenzy about 
Communist allegiances. 

Rosenberg and her husband 
Julius were put to death in 
1953 after being convicted 
of conspiring to steal secrets 
about the atomic bomb for the 
Soviet Union. The grand jury 
testimony from David Green- 
glass had been withheld from 
public view. 

A federal judge in New York, 
responding to requests from a 
group of historians, ordered 


the 46-page transcript unsealed 
following Greenglass’s death 
last year at age 92. 

Greenglass presents Julius 
Rosenberg as a critical figure 
in the spying. But unlike his 
trial testimony, his statements 
to the grand jury offer no evi¬ 
dence of Ethel Rosenberg’s in¬ 
volvement in the plot, said one 
of her sons, Robert Meeropol. 

“David Greenglass emphat¬ 
ically states that his sister was 
not involved. He states it under 
oath,” Meeropol said.

Online forum for cybercriminals closed 


Investigators have shut down 
what they call the world’s lar¬ 
gest-known English-language 
malware forum, an online 
marketplace called Darlcode 
where cybercriminals bought 
and sold hacked databases, 
malicious software and other 
products that could cripple or 
steal information from com¬ 
puter systems, the U.S. Jus¬ 
tice Department announced 
Wednesday. 

More than 70 cybercrimin¬ 


als in the United States and 19 
other countries are targets of 
the investigation, authorities 
said. Some have been charged, 
while others were the subject 
of search warrants because 
some countries require evi¬ 
dence to be seized before crim¬ 
inal charges can be filed, inves¬ 
tigators said. 

On the forum, hackers sold 
malware or solicited others to 
install it on unsuspecting vic¬ 
tims’ computers, investigators 


said. Marketplace members 
also bought and sold stolen 
databases, some containing 
millions of email addresses 
or personal information, often 
used in identity-theft and com¬ 
puter fraud schemes. 

The site, which had 250 to 
300 active members, includ¬ 
ing some in Canada, was shut 
down by authorities Tuesday. 

Hackers couldn’t just log 
onto the site. They had to be 
vouched for or nominated by 


current members to be able 
to buy, sell or solicit illegal 
wares or services on the site, 
authorities said. 

Darlcode’s advertised prod¬ 
ucts included personal infor¬ 
mation of 39,000 people from 
a database of Social Security 
identification numbers and 20 
million emails and usernames 
that could be used to target 
people for identity theft, phish¬ 
ing emails or other schemes.

Robots run 
weird hotel 


JAPAN 

Humans have 
few essential 
jobs except 
for security 

From the receptionist that checks 
in and checks out patrons to the 
porter that’s an automated trolley 
taking luggage up to the room, 
this hotel in southwestern Japan, 
aptly called Weird Hotel, is almost 
totally “staffed” by robots to save 
labour costs. 

Hideo Sawada, who runs the 
hotel as part of an amusement 
park in the city of Sasebo, in Naga¬ 
saki prefecture, insists using ro¬ 
bots is not a gimmick but a ser¬ 
ious effort to utilize technology 
and achieve efficiency. 

The receptionist robot that 
speaks in English is a vicious-look¬ 
ing dinosaur; the one that speaks 
Japanese is a female humanoid 
with blinking lashes. 

“If you want to check in, push 
One,” the dinosaur says. The vis¬ 
itor still has to punch a button on 
the desk and type in information 
on a touch screen. 

Henn na Hotel, as it is called 
in Japanese, was shown to repor¬ 
ters Wednesday, complete with 
robot demonstrations, ahead of 
its opening to the public Friday. 

Another feature of the hotel is 
the use of facial-recognition tech¬ 
nology instead of the standard 
electronic keys. A digital image 
of the guest’s face is registered 
during check-in. 

The reason? Robots aren’t good 
at finding keys if people happen 
to lose them. 


A giant robotic arm, usually 
seen in manufacturing, is encased 
in glass quarters in the comer 
of the lobby. It lifts one of the 
boxes stacked into the wall and 
moves it out through a space in 
the glass, where a guest can place 
an item in it. 

The arm will put the box back 
into the wall until the guest wants 
it again. 

The system is called the “robot 
cloak room.” 

“I wanted to highlight innov¬ 
ation,” Sawada told reporters. 
“I also wanted to do something 
about hotel prices going up.” 

Staying at Henn na Hotel starts 
at 9,000 yen ($80 US), a bargain 
for Japan, where a stay in one of 
the nicer hotels can easily cost 
two or three times that much. 

The concierge is a doll-like hair¬ 
less robot with voice recognition 
that prattles breakfast and event 
information. However, it cannot 
call a cab or do other errands. 

One area Henn na Hotel still 
relies on human beings is security. 
The place is dotted with security 
cameras, and real people watch 
everything through a monitor to 
make sure guests stay safe and 
no one makes off with one of 
the expensive robots. 

In the hotel’s rooms, a lamp- 
size robot in the shape of a fat 
pink tulip called Tuly answers 
simple questions like, “What time 
is it?” and “What is the weather 
tomorrow?” You can also tell it 
to turn the room lights on or off; 
there are no switches on the walls. 

Sawada cancelled at the 
last minute the overnight stay 
planned for media.

Loonie dives to 
post-recession 
low with rate 
reduction

It's not a true recession, since 
an employment decline hasn't 
joined in with the tumble in 
output measures.

The Bank of Canada cut its 
key interest rate on Wednes¬ 
day, slashed its outlook for 
the economy and predicted a 
contraction in the second quar¬ 
ter due to lower oil prices and 
slumping exports — but the 
central bank governor wouldn’t 
describe the country’s econom¬ 
ic woes as a recession. 

The bank cut its target for 
the overnight rate by a quar¬ 
ter of a percentage point to 
0.5 per cent, sending the Can¬ 
adian dollar plunging to a post¬ 
recession low. 

The loonie was down more 
than a full U.S. cent Wednes¬ 
day afternoon to levels not 
seen since March 2009, when 
Canada was in the midst of a 
deep recession. 

At one point, Canada’s dollar 
was worth about 77.29 cents 
US, down from the previous 
close, but had been even lower 
earlier in the day. 

TD Canada Trust was the 
first of Canada’s banks to re¬ 
spond, though it only passed 
part of the rate cut as it re¬ 
duced its prime rate by a tenth 
of a percentage point to 2.75 
per cent. Moves in the prime 
rate directly affect the amount 
charged on loans such as vari¬ 
able rate mortgages and float¬ 
ing rate lines of credit. 

The central bank also ex¬ 
plained its lower outlook for 


economic growth — from 1.9 
per cent earlier this year to 1.1 
per cent — is due to Canadian 
oil producers cutting their in¬ 
vestment plans by close to 40 
per cent this year, compared 
with an earlier estimate of 


about 30 per cent. 

“It’s not a true recession, 
since an employment decline 
hasn’t joined in with the tum¬ 
ble in output measures, but the 
GDP decline opened a window 
for a further ease by a dovishly 


inclined Bank of Canada gov¬ 
ernor,” CIBC chief economist 
Avery Shenfeld said following 
the bank’s announcement. 

Slowing growth in China and 
non-resource exports faltering 
— a trend the bank described 
as “a puzzle that merits fur¬ 
ther study” — have also played 
a part in Canada’s economic 
difficulties. 

Nonetheless, Bank of Can¬ 
ada governor Stephen Poloz 
said exports are expected to 
fuel growth in the second half 


of the year. 

The rate cut marked the 
second time this year that the 
Bank of Canada has reduced its 
target for the overnight rate. By 
slashing it, the central bank is 
hoping to jumpstart the econ¬ 
omy by making it cheaper for 
consumers and companies to 
borrow money. 

Economists had been split in 
their predictions about what 
the Bank of Canada would do, 
with most, but not all, calling 
for a rate cut. the Canadian press

Amazon aimed for Christ¬ 
mas in July with its much- 
hyped "Prime Day" sale, 
but some shoppers found 
a lump of coal instead. The 
online retailer said Prime 
Day would offer bigger 
sales than those during the 
winter holiday shopping 
season, but some Amazon 
customers thought the 
discounts weren't deep 
enough.

New iPod Touch gets better processor, camera 


Although the iPod’s popularity 
has waned, Apple is updating its 
music player for the first time in 
nearly three years by giving the 
flagship Touch model a faster 
processor and better cameras. 

The new iPod Touch also en¬ 
ables Apple Music, a $10-a-month 
service that offers unlimited play¬ 
back of millions of songs. Apple 
Music launched June 30 as music 
fans increasingly embrace sub¬ 
scriptions over pay-per-song ser¬ 


vices such as Apple’s iTunes. 

Although music players 
existed before the original iPod’s 
debut in 2001, the iPod was the 
first to simplify syncing with 
digital music collections on per¬ 
sonal computers. It was Apple’s 
first success beyond personal 
computers and began a company 
transformation that led to the 
iPhone in 2007, the iPad in 2010 
and the Apple Watch this year. 

Many people now listen to 


music on smartphones rather 
than iPods, though. Sales of iPods 
peaked at nearly 55 million in 
fiscal 2008, the year after the 
iPhone came out. In the most 
recent fiscal year, which ended 
last September, Apple sold 14 
million iPods — compared to 
169 million iPhones. 

Among the improvements 
are an improved processor that 
now matches that in the iPhone 
6 and 6 Plus from last fall, rather 


than one from the iPhone 4s in 
2011. Apple says the new chip is 
six times faster for general tasks 
and 10 times faster for graphics. 

The rear camera can now 
take sharper pictures, at eight 
megapixels. That matches re¬ 
cent iPhones and exceeds the five 
megapixels in the previous Touch. 

Apple is introducing a new 
$399 model with 128 gigabytes, 
matching the iPhone’s maximum 
capacity, the associated press

Every time I think we finally live 
in a progressive utopia, I see 
something like this Facebook 
post, from a female friend: 

"Just went on a first date. A 
blind date. And had to pay. For 
both of us." The comments: 
"No more dates for that guy," 
"Uhhh winner!" 

I find this attitude bratty, 
sexist and out of date. Think 
of how much paying for dates 
— even only first dates — adds 
up over a man's lifetime. It's 
only fair that ladies pay once in 
a while. With a few exceptions 
(if you suggest somewhere 
fancy, you pay), going Dutch 
should be the default. 

To be clear: I'm talking 
about dating here. Treating 
your long-term partner once 
in a while is lovely. But by that 
time, you're making financial 
decisions as a de facto family 
unit. I'm also being a tad 
heteronormative (with same- 
sex dating. I'm told it's more 
common to split the bill). 

I asked my date the other 
day what he'd do if a woman 
he was seeing never paid. 

He said he'd never ask, but 
simmer with resentment and 
eventually dump her. Seems 
time to break the taboo and 
communicate about money. 

Conventionally, the asker 
pays. But if you meet online 
or on a dance floor and have 
been texting for a while, how 
do you even know who asked? 

The lad mag Ask Men 
advises, "Make the first move 
when the bill comes. This 
goes not just for the first date, 


but the early stages of the 
relationship. It indicates you're 
responsible. Women like that." 

There's no argument for 
men paying that doesn't boil 
down to sexist garbage: "It 
makes me feel special" (work 
on your self-confidence), "It 
shows he's serious" (try asking 
if he's serious) and "I deserve 
to be treated" (the world 
doesn't owe you, princess). 

Several male friends I asked 
said whoever's the least broke 
should pay — fair, though 
impractical. But a couple said 
a girl who asks to split is trying 
to make things non-romantic. 

Getting treated's not roman¬ 
tic. This tradition didn't evolve 
because of chivalry. Now the 
gender wage gap is narrowing 
for professionals without kids, 
but historically women didn't 
have their own money. 

Yet nothing was free. Hav¬ 
ing your meal paid for sets up 
a dynamic. You get a gift, and 
give something in return: your 
time, attention or more. It's a 
form of social control, though 
most men wouldn't see it that 
way. They're just being nice 
and following norms. 

Paying your way signals 
you're there because you 
want to be. Being assertive 
about this can be hard. So say, 
"I always pay my share. It's 
important to me." Call it a pol¬ 
itical stance. You don't want to 
be with someone who doesn't 
respect your views anyways. 

So do your part to change 
the culture. Next time you're 
catching a server's eye, think 
of the feminists who fought for 
your right to men's problems — 
work drama, combat wounds, 
and now, paying for dates. 

Then reach for your purse.

Bearing a passport to history 



Susanna Kearsley blends well-researched history with her own personal experiences 
to invoke a positive portrayal of a character living with Asperger syndrome in her new 
novel, A Desperate Fortune, contributed

When Susanna Kearsley writes, 
she describes the experience 
as if she has a film playing in 
her head. 

“I’m on the main charac¬ 
ter’s shoulder and I’m follow¬ 
ing along like a camera. I see 
what they see and I write down 
what they say,” she says. “A lot 
of times the characters won’t 
start talking until I’m standing 
on the spot where the characters 
are talking.” 

Those characters’ words have 
filled Kearsley’s passport with 
stamps from the U.K., Italy and 
other European locales. For her 
latest historical time-shifting 
caper, A Desperate Fortune, 
published by Simon & Schus¬ 
ter Canada, Kearsley bunked 


down at a gorgeous mid-1800s 
guest house just outside Paris. 
The chateau inspired the resi¬ 
dence of the book’s protagon¬ 
ist, Sara Thomas, a computer 
programmer turned amateur 
code-craclcer, who is hired to 
decipher a 300-year-old journal 
from Maiy Dundas, an exiled 


Scottish Jacobite who becomes 
involved in a dangerous plan 
to smuggle a lead figure of the 
political movement to Rome. 

While Kearsley’s 12 novels (in¬ 
cluding a thriller written under 
the pseudonym Emma Cole) are 
popular for their signature mix 
of irresistible romance, mys¬ 


tery and adventure, the New 
York Times’ bestselling author 
is equally noted for her research 
and strong attention to histor¬ 
ical accuracy. 

During her travels, she studies 
every detail, from public transit 
to the smell of the air. 

“The research for me is a con¬ 


stant really happy rabbit hole 
that I go down on a daily basis,” 
she says. “You have to get the 
lives of the present-day people 
right as well, especially if it’s set 
in a country where you’re not 
living. You have to make sure 
the details are accurate, that 
the landscapes you’re moving 
them through are accurate and 
that the jobs of the people are 
accurate.” 

It was a lesson that Kearsley 
took from her position as cur¬ 
ator of a Canadian village mu¬ 
seum, where at 22 years old, it 
was her job to interpret the lives 
of past generations. 

“I try to make the past some¬ 
thing that modem people can 
step into and can experience and 
know in a way that we can’t al¬ 
ways get out of strictly historical 
non-fiction. We tend to forget 
that people haven’t changed that 
much. It’s the ordinary lives I 
like to get into.” 

One of Kearsley’s biggest — 
and most personal — challenges 
for A Desperate Fortune was to 
get Sara correct. 

Diagnosed with Asperger syn¬ 
drome as a teen, the character 
finds numbers soothing but ex¬ 
periences difficulties in many 


of her relationships. Kearsley 
drew on the experiences of her 
own family members with As¬ 
perger’s, who acted like fact- 
checkers for the stoiyline. 

“It was important for me to 
get that as right as possible be¬ 
cause you don’t see a lot of posi¬ 
tive portrayals with people with 
Asperger’s,” says Kearsley. “Veiy 
often they end up being the 
punchline or the comic person 
around whom the plot evolves. 
I wanted to show someone who 
is a more accurate reflection of 
my own Aspies. Someone who 
is veiy competent, veiy intelli¬ 
gent; has a few challenges but 
is capable of having a good, rela¬ 
tively normal life.” 

Although Kearsley says, “re¬ 
search fuels the book and the 
book fuels the research,” ultim¬ 
ately she doesn’t feel the book 
is successful unless there’s an 
underlying humanity. 

“You want the reader to walk 
away having cared about the 
people, and maybe learned a 
little about the past and feel 
a little more connected and 
have it not be a place filled with 
starchy people you don’t under¬ 
stand.” Sue Carter is the editor at 
Quill & Quire magazine.

NOVEL TURNED TV SHOW 

Dexter gets a 
second ending 
as author says 
goodbye 


Spoiler alert: Book Dexter does 
not become a lumberjack. 

The eighth and final novel in 
the Dexter series, Dexter Is Dead, 
now in bookstores, picks up from 
the end of the previous book, 
with the titular vigilante serial 
killer under arrest and facing a 
murder charge — ironically for a 
crime he didn’t actually commit. 

“I always knew that someday 
the wheels would come off,” au¬ 
thor Jeff Lindsay said. 

Starting with the 2004 novel 
Darkly Dreaming Dexter, the 
series follows the exploits of 
Dexter Morgan, a blood spatter 
analyst with the Miami-Dade 
Police Department. Following a 
code developed by his adoptive 
father — a police officer — to 


only kill other killers, Dexter 
balances a public fife of work, 
friends and family with his not- 
so-public, homicidal pastime. But 
now Dexter’s stoiy is coming to 
a climatic conclusion. 

“I had all these wonderful, 
outrageous ideas for how it 
would happen, and I didn’t end 
up using any of them, which 
I guess is par for the course,” 
Lindsay said. 

It’s safe to assume that none 
of those ideas involved Dexter 
faking his death and starting a 
new life in the Pacific Northwest 
as a lumberjack. That’s how the 
Dexter television series based on 
Lindsay’s characters concluded 
in 2013 after eight seasons. 

“Boy oh boy oh boy, did I get

mail about that,” Lindsay said. 

While the first season of the 
show kept relatively close to the 
first novel, the plotlines of later 
seasons had virtually nothing 
to do with the books. So Lind¬ 
say could only tell irate fans, “It 
wasn’t me.” 

Fan reaction aside, Lindsay 
said he doesn’t really have an 
opinion on the final episode be¬ 


cause he didn’t see it. He had just 
started a 10-month book tour for 
his previous novel, Dexter’s Final 
Cut, and he didn’t get a chance 
to watch the show’s finale. 

Lindsay said he has mixed 
feelings about leaving a popular 
character and a successful book 
series behind. 

“This is kind of what I had 
always wanted, to have a book 
series like that,” Lindsay said. 
“And to say goodbye to it is like 
launching yourself into the un¬ 
known and starting over again. 
But it was time. I don’t think it 
got stale, but I felt like someday 
soon it might start to get stale 
on me. Better to go out on top, 
leave them wanting more.”

Make every room a gallery with 
these tips — in no time, you'll be 
hanging framed works like a pro 


Q; I just moved into a condo and want to start hanging photos, art and mirrors on 
the walls of the bedroom, den and hallway. Are their any guidelines to arranging? I 
like the collage effect but not sure where to begin. — Carole, Toronto 


A: Here are my Top 20 rules for hanging art and mirrors throughout the home: 


y\ 

BEDROOMS 

1. The overall size of 
art over a bed should 
be 2/3 the width of the 
headboard. 

2. The bottom of the 
art should be hung 

6 inches above a tall 
headboard and about 
10-12 inches above a 
low headboard. 

3. Hang art over the 
nightstands at a 
different height to 
the art hung over the 
headboard; the bottom 
of the art should 

be about 12 inches 
above the top of the 
nightstand. 

4. Consider a large or 
tall decorative mirror 
and also use it as a 
dressing mirror. 

5. Art should follow the 
shape of the top of your 
headboard. 



Hanging art over a large piece of furniture? Make sure the art 
is about 2/3 the width of the furniture and the bottom of the 
art hangs 6-10 inches from the top of the piece, crate and barrel 


HALLWAYS 


6. If hanging artwork gallery-style in a 
hall, the middle of the art should hang 66 
inches from the floor. 

7. No need to hang a different-sized art so 
the bottoms all line up evenly; centre each 
piece 66 inches from the floor. 

8. To create a collage, arrange the large/ 
heaviest piece in the middle and the 
smallest outward. 


9. Look at the wall space between two 
doorways. If it's more vertical, then stack 
artwork vertically in that space. 

10. Hang a large floor mirror opposite a 
doorway to make the hall appear wider at 
that point. 

11. Track-style lighting (directed at art on 
side walls of a hall) will draw your eyes to 
the art and make the hallway look wider. 


LIVING ROOM 

12. The bottom of artwork or mirrors 
hung over a fireplace should be 3-6 
inches above the top of the mantel. 

13. Have little wall space in your floor- 
to-ceiling condo? Consider using an 
artist easel to display art in the corners. 

14. Artwork over a sofa should fill 2/3 
of the sofa's width. 

15. Hang personal photos and 
memorabilia in more private areas, 
such as bedroom and dens.

Small items, big impact 


DECOR 

Pulls, handles 
are like jewelry 
to accessorize 
style of a room 

It’s a small thing, often over¬ 
looked amid major items such 
as furniture and paint col¬ 
ours when you’re decorating 
a room. But don’t underesti¬ 
mate the power of household 
hardware. 

These small items — han¬ 
dles, doorknobs, drawer pulls, 
— are “the jeweliy” that can 
add style and sparkle to any 
space, says New York-based 
interior designer Young Huh. 


Just as the right necklace can 
turn a simple dress into a fash¬ 
ion statement, a striking new 
set of knobs on an old cabinet, 
or vintage crystal doorknobs 
can bring a huge dose of style 
to your home with minimal 
expense, she says. 

One of the most popular 
styles now is lacquered or aged 
brass. 

“Ten years ago,” Huh says, “it 
was all about nickel: brushed 
nickel, shiny nickel. Now it’s 
the resurgence of brass.” 

Designers are using “bold 
tones, and things that look 
worn,” she says, by installing 
unlacquered brass that tar¬ 
nishes over the course of a 
year, or paying extra for “pre¬ 
antiqued” brass that already 


has a colourful patina. 

Interior-design expert Brian 
Patrick Flynn uses a lot of 
brass, especially “satin or an¬ 
tique finishes, because they’re 
more sophisticated and less 
formal than polished, glossy 
styles.” 

In addition, “a newer option 
I’m seeing and totally love is 
matte black hardware,” he says. 
“This is excellent for modern 
kitchens or for adding dark 
contrast to an otherwise light 
and bright space. The matte 
finish helps camouflage any 
scratches or smudges you’d 
deal with on glossy black pulls 
and knobs.” 

Another dramatic favourite 
of Flynn’s: unlacquered iron.

Halifax star 
takes medal 
tally to five 

It took just five days of competi¬ 
tion at the 2015 Pan American 
Games for Canada to eclipse 
its gold-medal total from four 
years ago. 

Canadian athletes won eight 
more gold medals on Wednes¬ 
day, giving the host nation 33 
overall. 

Canada won 30 gold medals 
total over 16 days at the 2011 
Games in Guadalajara, Mexico. 

Halifax gymnast Ellie Black 
and Canada’s rowing team con¬ 
tributed multiple gold med¬ 
als Wednesday, while Calgaiy 
shooter Lynda Kiejlco won 
her second gold medal of the 
Games. 

In swimming, Kierra Smith 
and Hilary Caldwell led Canada 
to a pair of one-two finishes as 
the national swimming team 
took seven medals. 

Smith, from Kelowna, B.C., 
won gold in the 200-metre 
women’s breaststroke in a Pan 
Am record time of two minutes 
24.38 seconds while Toronto’s 
Martha McCabe finished 0.13 
seconds back to take silver.

Caldwell, from White Rock 
B.C., set a Pan Am record in 
the 200 backstroke, winning in 
2:08.22. Dominique Bouchard 
of North Bay, Ont., was second 
in 2:09.74. 

Black won gold in the 
women’s balance-beam com¬ 
petition and in the floor exer¬ 
cise, giving her five medals in 
five events. 

Black nailed her balance- 
beam routine with a score of 
15.050 at the highest difficulty 


level. After her floor exercise 
routine that got her a score of 
14.400, she blew kisses to the 
Toronto crowd as fans roared 
and waved Canadian flags. 

Earlier in the Games, the 
19-year-old won gold in the all- 
around, bronze in the vault and 
earned silver in the team event. 

“The support here has been 
amazing,” Black said. 

“I was so proud of our team 
coming in silver, and individ¬ 
ually in my finals I was not ex¬ 


pecting half of this. So thank 
you to eveiyone.” 

Canada earned a medal in 
four of five races, including 
three gold, on the final day 
of rowing competition at the 
Royal Canadian Henley course 
in St. Catharines, Ont. 

The men’s lightweight cox¬ 
less fours, the men’s eight 
and the women’s quadruple 
sculls all topped the podium, 
while Rob Gibson of Kingston, 
Ont., added a silver in men’s 


single sculls. 

The men’s eights led from 
start to finish, finishing three 
seconds ahead of Argentina 
with a time of six minutes 7.01 
seconds. 

The eights crew included 
all four members of the gold- 
medal-winning men’s coxless 
four from earlier in the meet. 

Kiejlco swept the women’s 
pistol events with a win in the 
women’s 25 metres. 

The Calgary native beat San¬ 


dra Uptagrafft 7-3 in the final 
round to earn Canada’s third 
shooting gold of the Games. 

Kiejlco also won gold in the 
10-metre air pistol on Sunday. 

“I don’t think words can ac¬ 
tually describe how excited and 
just ecstatic I am right now,” 
she said. 

“I was coming into this event 
with it not being my forte. I 
have no words. I am over the 
moon right now.”

Centre Ryan Kesler got com¬ 
fortable quickly with the Ana¬ 
heim Ducks, and the club let 
him know the feeling is defin¬ 
itely mutual. 

The veteran centre agreed to 
a six-year, $41.25 million US con¬ 
tract extension with the Ducks 
on Wednesday, cementing a long¬ 
term commitment after just one 
season together. 

“I definitely feel a part of the 
core group now,” Kesler said. 
“They wanted me, and I wanted 
to stay.” Kesler had 20 goals, 27 
assists and 75 penalty minutes 
last year in Anaheim after spend¬ 
ing his first nine NHL seasons 
with the Vancouver Canucks. 
The hard-nosed U.S. Olympian 
filled a key role as the Ducks’ 
second-line centre while match¬ 
ing up defensively against many 
teams’ top scorers. 

Kesler also had seven goals 
and six assists in a standout play¬ 
off effort as the threetime Pacific 
Division champion Ducks fell 
one game short of the Stanley 
Cup Final, losing to Chicago in 
the Western Conference finals. 

“That dressing room is so 
close, and we hold ourselves to

the highest standard,” Kesler 
said. “That group is not satis¬ 
fied until we win a Stanley Cup. 
When we do win that Stanley 
Cup, I don’t think we’ll be satis¬ 
fied then, either. 

“We’re going to want an¬ 
other one. We were one game 
away from going to the final, 
and that experience will help 
us next year.” 

Kesler has one year left on his 
current contract. His new deal 
has an average annual value 
of $6,875 million and extends 
through the 2021-22 season, 
when he will be 37 years old 
— not that he’s counting. 

“This isn’t my last contract,” 
Kesler said. “I want another one 
after this. Right now.” 

The deal still provides extra¬ 
ordinary long-term security for a 
player in his 30s, but the Ducks 
are banking on Kesler being a 
key part of their near future as 
they attempt to breach the final 
barriers to the franchise’s second 
championship. Anaheim was on 
the brink last season, but lost the 
last two games of the conference 
finals to the eventual champion 
Blackhawlcs. 

“We needed a killer instinct 
in Game 6,” Kesler said of the 
Ducks’ first potential elimina¬ 
tion game, a blowout loss in Chi¬ 
cago. “We didn’t have it. There 
are two ways we can go about 
it: We can sulk about it, or we 
can learn from it.... That’s not 
going to happen again.” 

Kesler is eager to resume his 
connection with Kevin Bielcsa, 
his former roommate and the 
longtime Canucks defence- 
man acquired by the Ducks 
last month. 

Bielcsa is the biggest off-sea¬ 
son addition to the Ducks, who 
shuffled their lineup signifi-

Tour de France leader Chris 
Froome understands those who 
harbour doubts about his domin¬ 
ant performances in a sport long 
marred by doping. Maybe, he says, 
it’s time to bring in an independ¬ 
ent specialist to test his body and 
help prove that he’s riding dean. 

The 30-year-old Briton cruised 
through a second day in the 
Pyrenees mountains on Wed¬ 
nesday, finishing more than 
five minutes behind Stage 11 
winner Rafal Majlca of Poland 
but keeping his main rivals 
in check. 

The bumpy, gruelling ride 
under a hot sun came a day 
after Froome blew away the 
pack, prompting new suspi¬ 
cions about doping.

— who was stripped of seven 
consecutive Tour titles—was to 
return to French roads nearby, 
even though he’s persona non 
grata at the Tour de France. 

Armstrong was to take part 
in charity rides Thursday and 
Friday.

However, Armstrong’s pres¬ 
ence is a reminder that any Tour 
leader can expect to come under 
at least some suspicion.

He’s melancholy that such a 
big part of his life is winding 
down, yet there’s an immense 
sense of pride in what he’s ac¬ 
complished. 

He’s realistic that it’s the right 
time to step away, but he can 
still flash that ol’ competitive 
streak when anyone suggests 
this is nothing more than a 
nostalgic farewell at the home 
of golf. 

“This is not a ceremony at 
all,” Watson said Wednesday, 
his eyes steely and firm. “I’m 
hying to compete against these 
players out here.” Some of them, 
such as Jordan Spieth, are young 
enough to be his grandchildren. 

Which is why, in all likeli¬ 
hood, the 65-year-old Watson 


will be playing the British Open 
for the final time, a five-time 
champion making one last cross¬ 
ing of the Swilcan Bridge. 

“There are some tools mis¬ 
sing now, especially distance,” 
he moaned. “I need eveiything 
to compete against these kids,” 
pausing for emphasis. “Eveiy¬ 
thing.” 

Watson could earn the right 
to play another five years if he 
finishes in the top 10 this week, 
an exception that was hastily 
added to the Open’s 60-year-old 
age limit after he nearly became 
golf’s oldest major champion 
at Turnberiy in 2009. Watson 
went to the 72nd hole with a 
one-strolce lead, only to make 
bogey and lose to Stewart Cinlc 
in a playoff.

Bryant hauls 
in S70M deal 


NFL 

All-Pro receiver 
and Cowboys 
end standoff 
with 5-year pact 

Dez Biyant and the Dallas Cow¬ 
boys have the long-term contract 
both sides said they wanted dur¬ 
ing a long stalemate that came 
right up against the deadline to 
get a deal done. 

The All-Pro receiver signed 
the five-year, $ 70-million deal 
Wednesday, less than an hour 
before he would have run out 
of time to play under anything 
other than a one-year agree¬ 
ment in 2015. 

A person close to the negotia¬ 
tions provided contract terms to 
The Associated Press because 
they weren’t announced. The 
deal, which includes $45 million 
in guaranteed money, is similar 
to one that Denver receiver De- 
maiyius Thomas got at about 
the same time as Biyant. 

The 26-year-old Biyant, who 
led the NFL in receiving touch¬ 
downs with 16 last season, had

threatened to skip training camp 
and regular-season games with¬ 
out a contract to replace the 
$12.8-million offer for one year 
he had under the franchise tag. 

Once the sides got close 
enough, Bryant rode to the 
team’s Valley Ranch headquar¬ 
ters. He was pictured there sign¬ 
ing the contract with his son in 
his arms. 

“I smiled the whole way over 
here. I couldn’t even say noth¬ 
ing but just smile and laugh, 
because I couldn’t believe it,” 
Biyant said in a stoiy on the 
team’s website. “All I could just 
think about is that it’s a dream 
— a dream come true. — 

I think the only thing 


that’s missing is a Super Bowl.” 

Now the Cowboys can focus 
on defending their NFC East title 
and trying to make a deeper 
playoff run after one that ended 
on Biyant’s much-debated catch 
that wasn’t in a divisional-round 
loss to Green Bay. 

The deal also ended the con¬ 
tract-related drama that filled 
the off-season for the Cowboys. 
First, they decided not to match 
Philadelphia’s offer on running 
back DeMarco Murray in free 
agency, and let the NFL rush¬ 
ing leader go to one of their 
division rivals. Then the focus 
turned to Bryant, who has the 
most receiving touchdowns in 
the league since 2010, when 
Dallas drafted him late in the 
first round after his stock fell 
over concerns about off-the- 
field issues. 

“As well as we know him, you 
see the kind of commitment 
that we’ve made here,” Cowboys 
owner Jeriy Jones said. “That 
says eveiything about what we 
feel about him on and off the 
field. He’s made tremendous 
strides since he came out of 
college, relative to his complete 
maturation.” the associated press

The Saskatchewan Roughriders 
are the CFL’s lone winless team 
but head coach Corey Chamb¬ 
lin has a message for the club’s 
rabid fans: Relax. 

“The only thing that’s been 
truly lost in this season is the 
ability right now to go 16-2 for 
the regular season,” Chamblin 
told reporters earlier this week. 
“We haven’t lost the Grey Cup, 
we haven’t lost first place, we 
haven’t lost home-field advan¬ 
tage, we haven’t lost anything 
so no matter how you paint the 
picture at some point I knew 
we’d lose at least three games 


during the damn season.” 

Chamblin guided the Riders 
to a Grey Cup title in 2013, but 
Saskatchewan is 0-3 heading 
into a rematch at home against 
the B.C. Lions (1-1), who rallied 
for a 35-32 win last weekend in 
Vancouver. 

In fact, the Riders have held 


fourth-quarter leads in all three 
of their losses, prompting some 
Saskatchewan fans to ask for 
Chamblin’s head. 

“There’s two podiums waiting 
at the end of the year—a cham¬ 
pionship podium or a cross,” 
Chamblin said. “I’m prepared 
for either one of them.
